At liliO xm on ffovombar 22, 1963, Captain ~. -doughty and i»gt, -i, ~, i%pne» 
received a c-,11 to Tenth and Patton Streets rogardi g the shooting ol' Officer 
J. Tipplt. 

As ttiey wore preparirig to lijave tJi-- City Hall, X isked Captain Loughty if 
I could go with thm and I was told that 1 oould. e proceeded to the location 
iind after we hs.4 beon there about fiw (5) ralnutea a call carae out that ttia 
atoootinr ssu^^ect wao in the Texas Theater. 

Captain Talbert was answering this call and ho was alon», so I asksd if I 
Biiglit go aith hlffl. As we proceeded to the Teataa Theater the Dispatcher asked 
tliat t^ie rear cf tho theater be covered. Captain Talbert let ao out In th»: front 
and told mil th t hv. would cover the re«r» 

As ^ entered ti-e theater, X waa told by Oet. •'chn Tone> tiiat the suspect 
WiB in the balcony, X irant to the balconj' and aearrtied ti* men ana wooon's 
restrooma on my wa- up «iere. ^ patrolman ma with me, but i did not Iniow hia 
nam. 

As I went into the balcony I asked Ui- projectionist to turn on ttie house 
lights. *e i tht lights wore turned on I noticed severnl people up t!»re. % 
this ti«e there were several other patrolaen in the balcony, one w ;s C. - . IJentley, 
Jr., whoo X told to searsh all of the people in the balcony and get their nanes. 

After this, i went back to the lower floor. Just as I entered the loaer 
flocr I saw 'atrolaan McBomld fig^iting with this suspect. I saw this suspect 
pull a pistol from his shirt, so X went to 'atPoiman McDonald's aid laaediately. 
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I grabbed the suspact by tha leck und attas^nted to get his right arm, 
E;,- this time other t-rfloors cone to our assistanca. 

Tfe subduad the suspect and pXaeod handcuffs on hla, i took hold of his 
belt behlnc! his hack, Sgt. Jerr: Hm was on one side of him, Uet. 8ob Carroll 
was on the other side, and 'atrolnan C, F, -■iMmr took hold of his belt in front. 
Det, %'ona also helped us get hla to the car parked in fjfont of the theater. 

I got in the back seat and the stufpect man pat in next to ras, and 'atrolMm 
Walter got In on (is ripht. Det. Carroll, Sgt. Will, and Det, ^ ons were in 
the teor.t seat, as we proceeded to the Citj Hall. 

Oft the wa to thp City Hall X rOToved the suspect's wallet and obtained 
his nsme, **e iaade sevoral rosarks onroute to the City Hall afiout police binitality 
and denied shootinR ai^bod;' , 

Sgt. Jenr, Hill had the S&v; 38 eal, pistol «lth six (6) diiells in iiie 
possasalon on the way to the City Hall. This pistol ima initialed by ae and 
turned over to iit. Baker and Ca$)taln Frits by Sgt, Hill. 

1 ttamed his Idantlftcation c»er to It, Baker, i then went to Captain 
i^Btfarook's :iffiee to make a report of this arrvst. 

I than was told b?' Aispeetor Kockos to to to Baylor Hospital to recelTe 
treatment for thu injured foot X reeaiv-^d in ia*ing the arrest. 

My foot was X-rayod at Baylor Hospital and I was told that I had pulled 
several ligwaents in both sides of By right foot. 

A Cast was placed on my foot and leg and X was irlven a pair cf cratches to 
use. X was told to report to Or. fioswaU on Tuesday, {toToodier 36, 1963 at liiOO pa. 

Aftv an examination by Dr. Boswell, I was told that the oast would have 

to reaaln on the foot and leg until about UacflDiber 20, 1963.
